Committee  of  the  Stretford  Urban  District 

Council. 


Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my 
Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  district  of  Stretford,  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  district.  It  contains  a  summary  of  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  1915,  together 
with  statistics  relating  to  the  incidence  of  disease  and  the 
mortality  from  various  causes. 

Included  in  the  Report  are  copies  of  Tables  1,  11,  HI 
and  IV,  supplied  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  to 
the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

As  you  will  see  from  the  Statistical  Summary,  the  birth* 
rate  continues  to  decline,  the  death-rate  is  slightly  higher 
than  that  for  the  previous  year,  whilst  the  infantile  mortality 
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rate,  although  slightly  higher  than  the  preceding  year,  is 
below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  rate  has  also 
increased  from  105  per  thousand  births  to  110. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the 
Registrar  General,  deaths  of  members  of  the  armed  forces 
of  the  country  are  excluded  from  all  the  tables  of  statistics, 
and  have  not  been  taken  into  account  in  the  calculation 
of  the  death-rate. 


The  estimated  population  (44,042)  is  that  of  the  civil 
population  only  ;  this  figure  has  been  used  in  the  calculation 
of  the  various  death  rates. 

Appended  to  the  report  is  a  statement  on  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901.

21  are  allotted  to  their  respective  wards.  The  County 
Authority/  has  transferred  to  this  District  one  birth,  the 
address  not  being  given  it  has  not  been  allocated  to  any 
particular  Ward. 

Table  IV.  shows  that  eight  illegitimate  children  have 
died  during  the  year.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  mortality  of 
363.6  per  1,000  illegitimate  children  born,  as  compared  to 
80.5  of  children  born  in  wedlock. 

The  causes  of  death  of  the  illegitimate  children  v/ere  : — 
three  from  Prematurity,  two  from  Debility  from  Birth,  one 
Asphyxia  (want  of  attention  at  birth),  one  from  Measles, 
and  one  from  Convulsions.

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OBSERVATIONS  ON  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


SCAREET  FEVER. 

By  reference  to  Table  II  it  will  be  seen  that  during 
the  past  year  164  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified. 
The  disease  has  been  general  throughout  the  district,  except 
in  Longford  Ward. 

The  Attack  Rate  for  the  whole  district  is  3.7. 

130  of  the  cases  notified  were  of  persons  below  15  years 
of  age. 

One  case  proved  fatal  at  home. 

Of  the  164  cases,  88  or  53%  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 


CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

^  One  case,  which  proved  fatal,  was  notified  from  the 

Clifford  Ward.  The  patient  was  a  boy  of  12  years  of  age. 
The  contacts  were  immediately  isolated  and  swabs  taken 
from  the  Naso-pharynx,  which  gave  negative  results. 


ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

One  case  was  notified,  also  from  the  Clifford  Ward.  The 
patient,  a  boy  of  3f  yeais  was  removed  to  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  Pendlebury.  The  parents  of  the  boy  having 
removed  from  the  district,  I  have  no  further  information  as 
to  the  ultimate  result  of  the  case. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of 
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Diphtheria  cases  notified  during  the  year,  viz.,  29  as  against 
34  the  previous  37ear.  26  of  the  cases  occurred  in  patients 
below  15  years  of  age. 

18  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Five  cases  proved  fatal,  three  occurring  in  the  Hospital 
and  two  at  home. 


MEASLES. 

There  have  been  thirteen  deaths  from  Measles  as  com¬ 
pared  with  two  the  previous  year. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


20  cases  of  Erysipelas  have  been  notified.  There  was 
no  fatal  case. 


During  the  year  1914,  24  cases  were  notified,  and  six 
deaths  occurred. 


PUERPERAL  LEVER. 


Reference  to  Table  11.  will  show  that  there  have  been 
two  cases  of  Puerperal  Lever  during  the  year.  Both  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Lady  well  Sanatorium.  The  case  from 
the  Park  Ward  proved  fatal. 


CHICKEN  POX. 

In  September  last,  in  the  interest  of  public  health  and 
owing  to  the  billeting  of  troops  in  the  district.  Chicken-pox 
was  added  to  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  for  a  period  of 
six  months. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  19  cases  had  been  notified 
under  the  Order. 
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EPIDEMIC  INFLUENZA. 

Four  deaths  were  certified  to  be  due  to  Epidemic  In¬ 
fluenza  ;  during  the  yeai  1914  ten  deaths  occurred. 


WHOOPINCx  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  caused  five  deaths  during  1915  ;  in 
the  previous  year  there  were  three  deaths. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. 


This  disease  again  caused  two  deaths  during  the  year 
under  consideration,  both  occurring  in  the  Lady  well  Sana¬ 
torium,  to  which  institution  three  cases  were  removed.  One 
(Military)  case  was  removed  to  the  Monsall  Hospital  by  the 
Military  Authorities. 

In  all,  five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUTM. 


Eleven  cases  of  the  above  disease  were  notified  during 
1915  (as  against  nine  the  previous  year)  ;  three  of  the  cases 
were  privately  treated  and  eight  received  treatment  at  the 
Royal  Eye  Hospital. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS) 
REGULATIONS,  1912. 

165  notifications  have  been  received  during  the  year, 
some  of  these  notifications  refer  to  cases  which  had  been 
previously  notified.  106  new  cases  have  been  notified,  viz. — 
88  pulmonary  and  18  non-pulmonary.

124  were  on  Eorm  A.  (Primary  notifications).

As  explained  in  previous  3/ears,  the  difference  between 
notifications  received  and  the  number  of  new  cases  is  largely 
due  to  cases  being  attended  by  private  m.edical  practitioners 
and  later  in  hospitals,  and  vice  versa,  also  to  cases  being 
notified  on  Eorm  A,  and  later  on  Eorms  C  and  D,  as  they  are 
admitted  to  or  discharged  from  Sanatoria. 

Of  the  124  prirnary  norifications,  68  were  made  by  private 
medical  practitioners  and  56  were  received  from  hospitals. 

6  of  the  notifications  received  were  of  persons  who  were 
not  resident  in  this  district  ;  these  notifications  have  been 
transferred  to  the  districts  to  which  the  patients  belonged. 

Of  the  21  cases  notified  on  Eorm  C,  15  were  admitted  to 
Sanatoria  and  6  to  Poor  Law  Institutions. 

Of  the  18  cases  notified  on  Eorm  D,  17  were  of  persons 
discharged  from  Sanatoria  and  one  from  a  hospital. 
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Each  case  notified  has  been  visited  by  your  Sanitary 
Staff,  and  a  superficial  examination  of  the  patients’  environ¬ 
ments  made. 

After  removal  or  death,  and  at  other  times  when  necessary, 
the  rooms  and  bedding  occupied  and  used  by  tuberculous 
persons  have  been  disinfected. 

Specially  prepared  sputum  boxes  and  paper  hand¬ 
kerchiefs  are  supplied  to  Phthisis  patients  and  are  greatly 
appreciated.  Sputum  bottles  are  also  provided,  but  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  getting  patients  to  use  them. 

Table  III  shows  that  43  deaths  »have  occurred  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  14  from  Other  Tuberculous 
diseases,  the  death  rates  from  these  causes  being  0.97  and 
0.31  respectively  ;  during  1914  the  rates  were  1.00  and  0.17 
per  thousand  population.  Table  XXII  shows  the  nuiuber  of 
deaths  and  the  death  rates  for  the  previous  15  years. 

Table  XIX  shows  the  localisation  of  the  disease  in  the 
106  new  cases  notified. 

Tables  XX  and  XXI  show  the  ages  of  the  patients  and 
the  Wards  from  which  the  cases  have  been  notified. 

Table  XXIII  shows  the  number  of  cases,  the  case  rates  and 
the  death  rates  in  the  respective  Wards,  also  the  average 
rates  for  the  previous  three  years  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  two  years  for  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  (Cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  not  notifiable  until  the 
year  1913.)

To  THE  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Sanitary  and 

Hackney  Coach  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Twent37-hrst  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1915,  which  (in 
brief)  is  a  review  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the 
Sanitary,  Cleansing,  and  Hackney  Coach  Departments 
under  your  direct  jurisdiction. 

Reference  to  the  ''  General  Summary  ”  of  work  done, 
etc.,  page  56,  gives,  in  brief,  some  idea  of  the  multifarious 
duties  discharged  by  your  Sanitary  Staff  during  the  year 
being  reported  upon. 


Exclusive  of  the  visits  made  under  the  “  Shops  Act,” 
‘‘  Street  Trading  Bye-laws,”  “  Petroleum  Acts,”  "  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,”  and  “Attendances  at  Football  Matches,” 
nearly  7,000  visits  have  been  iriade  by  your  (male)  Inspectors,  * 
whilst  2,607  visits  are  recorded  as  having  been  made  by  your 
lady  inspector,  2,406  of  the  latter  being  in  respect  of  Infant 
Welfare.  See  vSummary  of  Visits,  page  60. 


Other  than  Tuberculosis,  252  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
have  been  notihed  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  each 
has  been  inquired  into,  and  every  effort  made  to  trace  its 
origin  and  to  prevent  the  disease  from  becoming  epidemic. 
At  the  time  of  inquiry  a  superhcial  inspection  of  the  premises 
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is  made  to  ascertain  if  any  conditions  obtain  that  are  or  may 
become  a  danger  to  health,  pending  a  more  exhaustive  one 
subsequently. 

109  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified,  viz.- — 
pulmonary,  89  ;  other  forms,  20.  Each  case  has  been  in¬ 
quired  into,  advice  given  and  suggestions  made,  where  deemed 
desirable.  Pocket  sputum  flasks  are,  on  application,  supplied 
to  patients  who  are  able  to  take  outdoor  exercise  ;  to  those 
unable  to  do  so,  prepared  paper  handkerchiefs  are  available  ; 
these  the  patient  is  instructed  to  immediately  burn  after  use. 
On  recovery,  removal  or  death,  the  bedroom,  bedding, 
clothing,  etc.,  used  by  the  patient  or  attendant  and  which 
have  been  exposed  to  infection,  are  fumigated. 

As  a  precautionary  measure,  and  after  ordinary  in¬ 
fectious  cases,  over  3,000  articles  have  been  disinfected  by 
steam  or  hot  air  (see  Statement  VL,  page  67).  Also  531 
bed  and  other  rooms  have  been  fumigated  and  the  paper  re¬ 
moved  from  124,  the  latter  being  sprayed  with  a  disinfectant 
solution.  Statement  VIE,  page  68. 

\ 

As  in  previous  years,  disinfecting  fluid  has  been  given 
free  to  all  applicants  of  infected  houses  and  to  those  in 
possession  of  cards  ;  one  8oz.  bottle  is  given  once  every 
three  weeks  for  houses  free  from  infectious  disease,  but  where 
there  is  infection  it  is  given  as  applied  for.  During  the 
year  1915,  1,040  new  Cards  have  been  issued. 

To  the  principal  School  Attendance  Officer  of  the  Council, 
138  duplicate  notices  have  been  given  after  the  disinfection 
of  infected  houses  has  been  carried  out  ;  such  notices  enable 
that  officer  to  know  when  children  of  school  age  may  return 
to  school. 

In  order  to  secure  the  exclusion  of  scholars  (from  infected 
houses)  from  Day  or  Sunday  Schools,  339  intimations  have 
been  sent  to  the  Principals  and  Superintendents  of  such 
institutions,  and  to  enable  the  last  named  to  again  admit 
scholars  a  notice  is  sent  to  him  after  disinfection. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


Motor. — The  Motor  Ambulance  has  turned  out  195 
times  during  the  12  months  covered  by  this  report.  200 
persons  have  been  removed — Accidents,  151  ;  Sudden  cases 
of  illness,  48  ;  Drunk,  1. 

Of  the  above,  101  were  removed  to  the  Manchester 
Royal  Infirmary,  04  to  the  Salford  Royal  Hospital,  4  to  the 
Royal  Eye  Hospital,  7  to  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  1  to  the  Police 
Station,  and  23  to  sundry  places. 

The  distance  recorder  shows  that  during  1915  the  Motor 
Ambulance  travelled  1,296  miles,  and  from  its  delivery  on 
September  29th,  1914,  to  the  end  of  that  year  it  had  travelled 

331.7  miles.  Total  distance  travelled  since  purchase  being 

1627.7  miles. 

Several  calls  for  service  have  been  received  and  rendered 
from  the  “  Davyhulme  ”  part  of  the  Trafford  Park  Area; 
for  such  service  an  account  has  been  rendered  and  in  most 
cases  met,  but  in  one  or  two  instances  demur  has  been  made, 
the  contention  being  that  such  service  should  be  free  ;  whilst 
in  one  case  the  amount  charged  has  not  been  recovered. 

Of  other  special  cases  one  was  in  respect  of  the  removal 
of  a  patient  from  Liverpool  to  Stretford  and  another  from 
Swinton  to  Greenfield.  The  fee  in  each  case  being  two 
guineas.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  total  number  of  samples  of  “  Food  and  Drugs  ” 
submitted  for  analysis  by  this  Council  number  80  as  against 
93  for  the  year  1914. 

The  County  Analyst  has  certified  that  69  were  genuine, 
5  to  be  “  Poor,  Doubtful,  or  Passable,”  4  to  be  below  the 
standard  fixed  (by  the  Board  of  Agriculture)  for  Milk,  and 
2  to  be  adulterated.  The  vendor  of  the  last  two  samples 
was  prosecuted  ;  after  service  of  summons  he  asked  that 
samples  should  be  taken  at  the  farm  and  analysed  ;  this 
was  done  and  as  the  Analyst  certified  the  samples  to  be 
substantially  the  same,  the  summons  was  withdrawn  on  the 
vendor  paying  the  costs  of  the  Council,  amounting  to  £l  12s.  2d. 

For  details  of  the  samples  analysed  see  Statement  X, 
page  71. 

Statement  XI,  page  72,  shows  that  133  samples  of 
Foods  and  Drugs  have  been  purchased  within  the  district 
of  Stretford  by  the  County  Police,  of  which  124  were  found 
to  be  genuine  and  9  to  be  adulterated.  The  vendors  of  the 
adulterated  samples  were  each  successfully  (except  in  one 
instance)  prosecuted. 

The  aggregate  sam.ples  submitted  for  analysis  from 
this  district  number  213,  equivalent  to  4.71  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,  as  against  4.11  for  the  year  1914. 


TESTING  OF  DRAINS  AND  SANITARY  FITTINGS. 

OLD  AND  NEW  PROPERTY. 

Reference  to  Statement  XII,  page  73,  shows  the  necessity 
of  a  suitable  test  being  applied  to  the  drains  and  sanitary 
ftttings  of  all  classes  of  property. 

To  the  drains  of  Old  Property  477  tests  have  been 
applied,  revealing  248  defects,  and  which  is  ample  evidence 
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of  the  necessity  before  mentioned.  Had  no  test  been  made, 
52%  of  such  conduits  would  have  remained  a  menace  to 
health.  In  the  case  of  Sanitary  Fittings,  44.4%  would  have 
been  a  danger  to  health  had  your  sanitary  officials  been 
satisfied  with  simply  looking  at  and  examining  such  con¬ 
veniences. 

The  tests  applied  to  the  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  of 
New  Property  showed  (from  various  causes)  44.2%  of  the 
former  and  39.6%  of  the  latter  to  be  defective  ;  but  it  is 
only  fair  to  point  out  that  many  of  the  contributing  factors 
were  due  to  defects  in  the  materials,  and  which  could  only 
be  detected  on  the  application  of  a  suitable  test. 

I  may  add  that  where  defective  workmanship  or  materials 
are  found  they  are  at  once  remedied  by  the  responsible  person. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Of  Chimneys,  other  than  those  of  private  dwelling- 
houses,  your  sanitary  inspectors  have,  during  the  year  1915, 
made  108  observations,  each  of  60  minutes’  duration,  the 
results  being  monthly  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

During  the  aforesaid  observations,  “  Black  Smoke  ” 
was  emitted  for  an  aggregate  period  of  267 J  minutes. 

The  chimneys  that  have  been  under  observation  belong 
to  33  different  firms.  The  observations  show  that  7  firms 
have  contravened  the  Council’s  regulations  15  times,  as 
against  9  breaches  last  year. 

35  minutes  is  the  longest  time  that  any  one  firm  emitted 
black  smoke  during  a  60  minutes’  observation,  but  in  three 
other  instances  the  same  firm  emitted  black  smoke  for  32J, 
27 J  and  24  minutes  respectively,  whilst  another  firm  offended 
on  three  occasions  by  sending  out  black  smoke  for  16,  15 
and  9  minutes  respectively. 
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During  1914  the  longest  time  that  any  firm  sent  out 
black  smoke  in  a  60  minutes’  observation  was  11  minutes 
20  seconds. 

57  or  52.2%  of  the  obse  vations  show  that  no  black  smoke 
was  emitted,  whilst  11  or  11.8%  issued  such  smoke  for  less 
than  one  minute. 

Two  hrms  that  have  frequently  offended  during  the 
year  emitted  black  smoke  (on  the  average)  of  13  minutes 
28  seconds  and  8  minutes  49  seconds  respectively. 

The  two  hrms  above  referred  to  have  been  prosecuted 
for  five  offences  ;  to  other  offending  hrms  letters  and  notices 
of  warning  have  been  sent. 

Statement  XI IT,  page  74,  gives  the  number  and  types 
of  sanitary  conveniences  in  each  ward,  and  1  am  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  a  diminution  in  both  “  Trough  ”  and  “  Waste 
Water  ”  Closets. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  "  Pail  ”  closets,  due  to  those  temporarily  in  use 
at  the  Headquarters  of  the  Royal  Engineers  and  on  the 
Manchester  Sewer. 

CLEANSING  DEPARTMENT. 

Throughout  the  district  there  are  9,233  domestic  refuse 
receptacles,  the  number  of  hxed  and  portable  ones  are  shown 
in  statement  XIV.,  page  75. 


APPLICATIONS. 

Eor  attention  to  domestic  refuse  receptacles  and  not¬ 
withstanding  the  shortage  of  labour  in  the  Cleansing  Depart¬ 
ment,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  only  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  applications  received  during  the  year  1915. 
See  Statement  XV.,  page  76. 
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The  corresponding  Statement  in  my  next  annual  report 
will  not,  I  fear,  be  quite  so  favourable  as  that  for  the  year 
under  review. 

Statement  XVI.,  page  77,  records  monthly- the  number 
of  dry-ashpits  and  dust  bins  emptied.  Statement  XVII, 
page  78,  gives  the  number  of  loads  of  domestic  refuse  re¬ 
moved  ;  also  the'number  from'"  Pail  Closets,”  and  of  Clinkers, 
Brickbats,  etc.  The  aggregate  number  removed  being  11,846. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Statement  XVIII.,  page  79,  the 
places  of  deposit. 

Over  50%  of  all  the  refuse  collected  and  incombustible 
materials  removed  from  the  destructor  has  been  tipped  at 
the  Park  Road  Tip.

DESTRUCTOR  WORKS. 

The  destructor  has  worked  (during  the  year  being  re¬ 
ported  upon)  4,900  hours,  against  4,795  for  the  previous 
year  ;  and  assuming  the  average  weighings  has  been  main¬ 
tained,  5,559  tons  of  refuse  has  been  dealt  with. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  1915  the  department  has  had 
considerable  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  destructor  clinkers 
and  other  incombustible  refuse  found  in  ashpits,  and  I  feel 
that  this  difficulty  is  an  increasing  one.  I  would  also  add 
that  the  practice  (of  various  trades  engaged  in  repairing 
property  or  in  making  alterations)  of  putting  brickbats,  slates, 
lime,  mortar,  etc.,  into  ashpits  is  on  the  increase,  and  is  a 
considerable  expense  to  the  department.  For  details  see 
Statement  XIX,  page  80. 


HACKNEY  COACH  DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  fifth  successive  year  the  number  of  licenses 
issued  and  revenue  derived  therefrom  show  a  decline  on 
the  previous  year  See  Statement  XX,  page  81. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


Statement  XXL,  page  82,  shows  that  12  persons  have 
been  prosecuted  and  ordered  to  pay  an  aggregate  sum  of 
£2  19s.  6d.  for  allowing  the  chimney  of  their  respective  dwell¬ 
ing  house  to  be  on  hre.  In  each  case  information  was  laid 
by  the  County  Police. 

For  breach  of  the  provisions  of  the  “  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  ”  one  vendor  has  been  prosecuted  on  two  informations  ; 
but  the  cases  were  withdrawn  on  the  farmer  paying  to  the 
Council  £1  12s.  2d.  as  costs  incurred  by  them. 

For  emission  of  “  Black  Smoke  ”  in  such  quantity  as 
to  be  a  nuisance,  two  firms  have  (on  five  informations)  been 
prosecuted  and  ordered  to  pay  fines  and  costs  amounting 
to  £7  12s.  Od. 


CONCLUSION. 


In  concluding  this  report  permit  me  to  record  my 
appreciation  for  the  support  accorded  me  by  the  Sanitary 
and  Hackney  Coach  Committee  of  this  Council,  and  also  to 
acknowledge  the  assistance  of  every  unit  of  the  Department 
engaged  in  removing  conditions  found  to  be  a  menace  to 
health  or  likely  to  become  so.
